The first question that arose was whether 
the claim fell under Order 6, Rule 2, as being 
an action founded on a tort within the juris- 
diction, in which case service out of the juris- 
diction would be allowed, or whether it comes 
under Order 2, Rule 1, which permitted 
service out of the jurisdiction where a con- 
tract was made within the jurisdiction.

AN ACT OF WAR 
Dealing with the first point, Mr, Justice 
Hanna suid that the imvoiuntary sinking of 
Lhe ship was not a wrongiul mivingement of 
any private right of the Harbour Uommis- 
sione:s; it was the result of an act of war, 
and the defendants were within their legal 
nights in subsequently abandoning their ship 
as and when they did. ‘The obligation 
arising under a public and general Act had 
been regarded in law as a statutory duty, 
with none of the meidents of a contract either 


express or imphed; but an obligation 
arising 'a local or private Act, similar 
to that 1, case had veen regarded as in 


its essence co. iractual, so as to bind everyone 
who came within the sphere of the statutory 
obligations.

The members in Saorstat Eireann would not 
have the power of applying to the Saorstat 
Eireann Registrar of friendly Societies to put 
in force the various remedies at his disposal 
in case of vielation of the law by the trade 
union, or its officers. | 

It is doubtful if disposition by nomination 
of money payable by a union on the death of 
a member would be enforced by the Saorstat 
Eireann Courts. 

It would be difficult, and probably impos- 
sible, to apply the Act of 1913, allowing. the

ERE are two books that tell of secret 
- service intrigue, murder, 
mutilations, battles, and beautiful adven- 
turesses—base sv: in the sweltering savage 


Ex-Legionnaire, 1384, through. no fault 
of his own, found himself in “L' Espionage 
Central,” the secret service of the French 
Foreigh Legion. From this ‘‘ Bureau 
Arabe’’ there is no escape—for its mem- 
bers know too much, and failure means 
execution. Ex-Legionnaire 1384 begins 
the tale of his adventures ‘at the ‘moment 
when he finds the murdered Marabout, a 
holy man. This discovery involyes him in 
a -revolutionary plot, in an unending 
battle of wits with the mysterious and 
beautiful’ Paula, and: in almost daily 
skirmishes with the rebellious Arabs. Ex- 
Legionnaire’ speaks plainly of the 
methods of “ L’Espionage Central”’ to 
maintain order. ‘‘ We flogged and tor- 
tured and: maimed and murdered,’’ he 
says, describes how he shot an aged and 
loyal Hadji to make Paula believe he was 
on her side against the French, and tells 
of a fight with an Arab, wherein his only 
chance of life was to sever his adversary’s 
jugular with his teeth. The book reeks of 
sudden and terrible death; and though 
perhaps some of it should be taken with a 
sackful of salt, it undonbtedly gives a 
fair picture of the incredible horrors of 
life with the Legion. 


** Hell Riders ’’ is somewhat less terrify- 
ing, telling of the adventures of three men 
who escaped from the Legion to serve with 
the Iraq Desert Patrol. These three 
patrolmén have an astonishing thirst for 
danger, and they fling themselves into the 
most bloodcurdling situations simply and 
solely for the fun of the thing. Through- 
out horrors of all kinds, however, they 
preserve a wholly irreverent attitude 
towatds the wild men of the Arabian 
desert: Curiously enough, another lovely 
and mysterious lady, one Olga Rednowitz, 
also plays a large part in this story, and 
tempts Patrolman Craven to forsake the 
straight and narrow path. If PaulW, and 
Olga are at all representative of Aravian 
revolutionaries it must be a remarkable 
country, and a gold mine of inspiration 
for the moguls of the cinema.
